The Mississippi income, tax law 
was first endcted on March 15, 
1912. This early statue imposed 
a tax" of % of 1% on the net 
income of every individual or cor- 
poration in excess of $2,500.00. 
This ‘law was repealed, on April 
1, 1924. and was replacéd by a 
modernized statute, closély mod- 
eled after the Federal income tax 
law then in force, and it has: been 
changed little since that time. Ex- 
emptions and rates have’ béen 
changed by ten sessions of the 
legislaturé since 1924. 

The yield has varied greatly 
during this period. During 1932, 
our state fncome tax produced 
a total revenue of 288,498.40. The 
high year was 1956, when the 
State collected income taxes in 
the sum of $19,162,358.08. 

Our Mississippi Income Tax Law 
is administered by the Comrthis- 
sioner of Income Tdx, who, by the 
provisions of the statute, is the 
Chairman of the State Tax Com- 
mission, The Gommissioner, in 
his effort to serve all taxpayers, 
as expeditiously, as possible, has 
created and placed in operation 
nine district service offices.
